FLOOD DU «l 
PITT»G PASSES 


Pittsburg, Feb. 8.—The flood, which 
inundated the low-lying sections along 
the Allegheny and Ohio rivers, began 
receding slowly early today and Fore- 
caster Henry Pennywitt declared all dan- 
ger had passed. ïho crest was reached 
at midnight when a stage of 28.5 feet 
was registered. Some sufiering was re- 
ported from tho flooded districts, but 
policemen in boats took food and fuel to 
families v/ho had been imprisoned in the 
upper stories of their homes daring the 
night. 


There was little actual damage along 
the river, however, warning having been 
given in ample time for precautionary 
measures.

No Formal Charge Against 
Him for Attempt to 
Blow Bridge. 


SAYS HE CANNOT 


BE EXTRADITED 


Next Movement in Noted 
Ca«e WiU Develop at 
Washington. 


Vanccboro, Maine, Feb. 3.—Werner 
Van Horn, who was arrested here yes- 
terday after attempting to blow up the 
Canadian end of tiie railway bridge be- 
tween this town and St, Croix, 
B., 
was carefully gimrded at tJie immigra- 
tion office throughout tlie night. 


No fornml charge had been preferred 
against Van Horn, who said he was an 
officer in the Gorman army and that he 
had exploded the dynamite as an act of 
war. He made no objection to his de- 
tention in custody of a deputy sherifT, 
but insisted that he had committed no 
offense for which he could be extradited 
to Canada. 


It was thought here that the ne.xt de- 
velopment in the case would be at Wash- 
ington, where it was expected that the 
application for Horn's extradition for- 
warded by the Canadian government to 
the British ambassador would be pre- 
sented to the state department today. 


Under the auspices of Canadian offi- 
cials, a court session was held last night 
at McÀdam Junction, just across the 
New Brunswick border, at which testi- 
mony was given before a police magis- 
trate who later issued a warrant aga&st 
Van Horn. 


No service was made on the prisoner, 
however, loca| authorities having decided 
that the warrant had no legal standing 
unless accompanied by an order for ex- 
tradition. 


BASIS OF CHARGE. 


St. John, N. B., Feb. 3,—The informa- 
tion laid against Werner Van Horn upon 
which the Canadian authorities seek his 
extradition from Vancebo^o, Maine, was 
stated ^ a y by J. IJ. M. Baxter, attor- 
ney general of New Brunswick, to be 
baaed on section 282 of the criminal code. 
This section is as follows: "Evaqr one 
is guilty of an indictable offense and 
liable to life imprisonment who unlaw- 
fully, with intent to injure or «ndangcr 
the safety of any persons traveling or 
being on any railway, injures or de- 
etroys any train, bridge or fence of said 
railway or any portion thereof."

MORE INTENSE DAILY 


London, Feb. 3.—Field Marshal von 
Hindenberg's new drive at Warsaw ap- 
parently has accomplished little more 
thus far than the Avinnine of a com- 
paratively few Kussian advanced posi- 
tions. Neither the Berlin nor the Petro- 
•iirp.d oflicial reports indicate that mark- 
ed changes have resulted from the fight- 
ing, Avhich daily becomes more intense. 
The German commander has chosen to 
make hia principal assault along the 
front betw'ccn Sochaczew, 30 miles due 
west of Warsaw, 
and Skierniewice, a 
few miles to the south, which is in the 
same, direction in Avhich the Germans 
vainly attempted to break through on 
their previous attempt to reach Wai- 
saw. 
Both sides occupy strongly en- 
trenched positions in this region, where 
the warfare closely resembles that in 
France. 


An official report of today states that 


German attacks in this kxaOity were 
repulsed in the course of violent bat- 
tles, dming which the Bussians r a p - 
tured trenches previously taken by the 
Germans. Biissian successea are claim- 
ed also in the fighting in the Carpath- 
ians, which lias developed into. one of 
the most important phases of the eun- 
paign in the east. Kussian troops Mxe 
said to have made marked vrogrem in 
Dnkla pass, advancing over the crest 
of the mountain aaid to have reputaed 
an Austrian assault 
south of Uzsck 
pass.

here. 
His sons, who have been 
long 
associated with him in the management 
of the Bulletin, "got out the paper" as 
usual, merely going to 
press 
early 
enough to pennit them to attend the 
funeral this 
afternoon. The 
services 
were . pri%-ate at the late home of the 
dead editor on East Crawford street and 
burial was at 
Woodland 
cemetery. 
Death followed an invalidism of more 
than a year, due to hardening of the 
arteries. 
Mr. Foster was at the time 
of his death one of the oldest and most 
prominent men identified with journal- 
ism in Ohio. He was born in Findlay, 
?.Iarch 6, 1839, and was almost seventy- 
six years old. 
At tbe age of eleven 
he entered upon an apprenticeship as 
a printer in the office of the Findlay 
Jeffersoniail imd at the age of sixteen 
had advanced to the foremanship 
of 
that newspaper. 
Tn 1860 he went to 
Fostoria and identified himself 
with

Now let's see what our ecoiiomic polic.y will be to- 
ward radium, so important in the treatment of cancer—to 
those who are rich enough to afford radium treatment, 
frtie world was at the merc.y of European chemists w^ho 
¡closely guarded the secret of their process of producing 
• radium. But Uncle Sam's splendid staff in the labora- 
tories of the federal bureau of mines, at Denver, went to 
^vork and succeeded in refining radium from Colorado 
ores by a process of their own. These government scien- 
tists hare just handed over to the National Radium insti-. 
tute, 171 miligrams of their radium as proof of their suc- 
;cess. It is a great triumph, and those good fellows of 
the Denver laboratories should be honored and rewarded! 


But how is this splendid discovery to be handled'? 
Bhall we, as usual, surround this new discoveiT by a high-i 
tariff wall, and thus keep up its price '? Shall we say tha; 
it is a blessing that should be at command of 
human- 
ity at the lowest possible cost? These questions are per- 
tinent and timely. There is already strong opposition at 
"Washington to the radium conservation lull. Parties 
holding radium-beaiing ores, demand a monopoly, and the 
government jproposes to keep unto itself all lands con- 
taining such ores. It is the same old issue of fostered 
cincli versus humanity—dollai's versus men. 
It is the 
same old effort of so-called ''individual initiative" to pat- 
ient itself and become a curse. 


"While the foreign nations are engaged in barbarism, 
let Uncle Sam again add to his glorious record. 
In the 
case of radium, in whose uses there may be untold bless- 
ing for man, let Uncle Same do it! Let him monopolize 
'America's radium-bearing ores that the poorest of his 
children may ha^^e the benefits of radium in the cure of 
disease. 
. 


'M have discovered a simple, cheap way of producing 
radium from the ore. I do it this way and that way. 
Hero arc all the details. It is no secret. Thank God that 
I liave it and that I can freely give it to all humanity.'' 
Through such things, not by big-tariff exclusions, or by 
boundary fortresses or by safe-guarding secrets as to the 
production of human necessaries, will come the universal 
brotherhood. Happy, fortunate and great is the nation or 
the inan who can do the Avhole world a good service, and 
does it! To let greed interfere with this is high crime 
against both God and man.

such a la.w. It appears that after much ; | 
discussion all parties agree that Indi- 
ana ought to have a compensation act. 
The difficulty Bcems to he in arriving 
at common *groimd whereon all 
con- 
cerned may take their stand and ob- 
tain satisfaction and substantial justice. 
Judged in the light of the fact that a 
legislative commission 
on 
workmen's i | 
compensation apparently has split three 
ways, evolving three more or less dis- 
tin^ bills or plans of 
procedure, 
it 
might be inferred that agreement would | 
be far from easy to attain. 
Citizens 
who wish to see justice done will con- 
tinue to hope that good legislation will 
result from present discussion and ar- 
gument. 


In the meantime it is proper for the 
labor men, the employers and the lia- j 
bility companies and for the people and j | 
students of the laws of other states and ^ 
of other countries to 
interest 
them- 
selves in the discussion and 
to give 
light where possible for the illumination 
of the subject of compensation. 


It is earaestly to be hoped that the 
legislature will enact a legitimate, work- 
able, modern, fair a.nd honest law with- 
out any sort of fakery, false promise 
or himibug in it. 
I'or example, it is \ 
not to be expected that the wage earn- 
ers of the state will accept approvingly 
any law which carries with it a club 
to'be used by a greedy employer in an 
effort to force the disabled worker to 
forfeit his compensation benefits. 
In 
some quarters it is suggested that the 
proposed law shall provide that where 
suitable employment is offered to 
partly disabled'worker and the worker 
refuses to take the employment, 
he 
thereby forfeits his compensation allow- 
ance. 
Such a clause as this, according 
fxj labor men, would open the way i/J 
unlimited abuses and evasions of the 
law. 


Plainly it is the duty of the legisla- 
tor to avoid all jokers and 
to 
steer 
clear of any provisions that might give 
undue advantage either lo the employ- 
er or to the wage worker. 
It is to be 
kept in mind all the time by all parties 
concerned that in case a weak or un- 
just law is passed thia year, that law 
will havo to be \iprootcd in due time 
and replaced by a better one. The best 
is none too ffood for Indiana people. 
It 
is just as well to build strongly and 
wfll from thp foundation up. By build- 
ing honestly from the beginning the 
legislature will gain credit 
and 
will 
save time and trouble for the future.

ME WnNG WEU 


First Practical Test is Prov- 
ing ^tisfactory to 
the Board. 


For two days the lakeside sewage lift 
pumps have been under the strain of 
their first practical test and the results 
so far have been satisfactory to 
the 
board of works. 
The valves of th© Te- 
cumseh and Morton street sewers were 
closed Monday and the sewage and sur- 
face .water was permitted to back up 
sufficiently to bring the" flow 'into the 
pump pits througfh the sewer specially 
built to connect the main conduits with 
the new pumping plant.. I t is believed 
that the piunps will prove entirely, ade- 
quate to relieve 
coui^tions 
whenever 
flood conditions compel the closina: of 
the sewer valves to .prevent the tide of

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College Boys Want to Play Summer Base- 
ball; Why Shouldn't They?

The problem of summer baseball for 
college players is with Us again; the' 
debate as to whether college players shall 
be permitted to play and accept re- j 
<nuneration during vacation is stirring ^ 
many schools. 
j 


The forces favoring summer baseball 
appear to have made gains, to judge 
from the expressed opinions of half a 
doaen athletic leaders and coaches. 


Last fall I decided to make rather an 
exhaustive inquiry into this question. 
1 
selected three players on each of 40 
college teams covering the entire coun- j 
try. 
I did not know half a dozen of j 
these boys personally and many bi them | 
I did not know excepting by their last' 
names. 


I wrote personal, confidential letters to 
each, pledging mj^elf to secrecy as to 
their Identity. I asked them to glvo me 
their opinion as to summer 
baseball; 
whether 
tliey considered Summer 
ball 
wrong, to tell me, if they chose, whether 
they over had played In violation of col- 
lege rules, and whether they would ac- 
cept a position If the opportunity of- 
fered. 


I received replies from C8 out of the 
120. Five schools sent no replies at all. 
Evidently the three boys in those schooli» 
talked things over and decided not to 
answer. In several cases one player re- 
plied for all three, after discussing the 
questions witii them and in several other 
cases I learned that practically the en- 
tire teams joined in the discussion be- 
fore an answer was sent. 


Of the- 68 41 admittod that they had, 
in the past, played baseball for money. 
In three letters the writer plead guilty 
for every man on his own team. In one 


cne case H playerg on one team signed 
the letter written jointly. 


More than 50 said they would play 
ball if they wanted to and not consider 
themselves doing anything Vvrong. 
A 
dozen or more took the high groUnd that, 
while they did not consider summer ball 
wrong, and thought It should be per- 
mitted, they would not feel that it was 
honest to play for their college after 
playing in summer clubs. 


The 68 practically were unanimous in 
favor of summer ball and many of them 
entered the broad general statement that 
"all tho sl'udents" looked upon It In 
that light. 


In the face of such declarations, show- 
ing that the attitude of the student 
bodies almÇst everywhere, is against a 
continûancô of the present hypocritical 
system. It seems absurd to continue any 
investigation. 
The students understand 
the situation whether the facMltles and 
coaches do or not.

The Tragedy of Calvary Is Being Repeated Rigfit Here in 
Fort Waynej Declares Dr. Milford H. Lyon. 


THE-CLASSES AT. THE CROSS. 


Matthew 27:35—"And they minified 
Him." 
, , 


other mcu came into the -vvorld" to 
live. Jesus Chyist camc into the world 
to die. Not only is the cross of Christ 
the central event of human histoiy, but 
also around that cross gathered every 
typo and condition of human character, 
all of which have their countcr-parts in 
our oT^-n day. 
Every human. eoul be- 
longs to one or another of these classes. 
Let us this evening describe these' dif- 
ferent types and conditions, and, as 
they are preserfked, may each of you 
ask yourself to which class do you in- 
dividually belong? 


There was first the Romaji guards, 
the four soldiers who were detailed by 
the governor to put Jesus to death. 
This for them was no imusual 
task. 
Many a time they Jiad led a criminal 
out upon the hilfside and hanged him 
upon a crc«s. 
They were 
absolutely 
stolid and indiflerent to this greatest 
tragedy of the ages. It meant nothing 
to them that Jesus was dying to bear 
away the sins of a lost world. 
Christ 
is beuig crucified afresh today by the 
heartless indiflerenco of multitudes who 
arc absorbed with the worthless desires 
of the world. 


On a trip to tlie Grand Canyon, sev- 
eral years ago, I met a husband and 
wife, who were 
evidently people 
of 
wealth and some degree of intelligence. 
They told me they lived in a certain 
city in the east, and T happened to re- 
member that in that city: there had 
been a great evangelistic campaign only 
a few inonths before. 
"Were you in 
that city last November and Decem- 
ber ?" I asked. 
"Yes, we were there 
both months." "Then you had the privi- 
lege of attending those great meetings, 
conducted by one of the best evangel- 
ists of our day."' 
"I do not remember 
about any meetings," replied the man. 
"'\\Tiy," said I, "you were in that city, 
you say, during those months?" 
"Yes." 
The papers said that movement, stirred 
that city from center to circumference 
and many thousands Were 
converted. 
Tha-t great religious awakening, which 
had brought blessing and salvation to 
multitudes of their felloiv-citizens had 
made absolutely no impression upon the 
minds of these frivolous society people. 


T I I C T could probably have told you the 
name of every actor and actress who 
]iad been in the theaters of that city for 
years. 
Thr.y could tell you who had 
won tho biggest prizes at bridge,, and 
who were tho most graceful dancers. 
But regarding the affairs of the spirit- 
ual life, they were absolutely uncon- 
cerned. 


All about u3 there are multitudes of 
«ouls just as sluggish, phlegmatic, sens- 
ual and indifferent to . spiritual affairs, 
as these Roman soldiers 
that, in 
a 
heartless, cold-blooded way, nailed Je- 
sus Christ to the crosw. They are not 
antagonistic to a great movement such 
as is going on in this city tO(iay. They, 
are merely apathetic and 
indifferent. 
They have no more interest in this great 
tabernacle campaign for the saving of 
lost souls and the uplifting of the city 
than have the cattle in the fields. 


The soldiers represent another class, 
as they sat at the foot of tho cross. 
They had probably taken the helmet of 
one soldier as a dice-box and they were 
gambling to see who would get 
that 
seamless robe of Jesus. 
They had no 
thought or interest in the Christ with:, 
in tho robe. They were concerned only 
in the obtaining of material things.* If 
it wore publicly announced that in this 
building tomorrow evening there would 
bo a gieat banquet for everyone, .where 
the choiccst foods would be served free 
of charge, a host of people who have 
not stepped inside this building as yet 
wotild be among the first to come. Espe- 
ciallj^ would that bo true in this city, 
if it were announced that free 
beer 
and free whislcy were to be dispensed. 
The vast majority of mankind are liv- 
ing upon tho lower plane. 
They are 
attracted not by the things spiritual, 
but the things physical. Many are upon 
a grade very little above the animal 
creation. 
If you announce some plan 
or proposition, by Avhich there is hope 
for the accumulation of property and 
tho increase of wealth, it will immedi- 


to-meaningless rites and forms and cere- 
nlonies,' certain "observances of speech 
and dress. And when Jesua came with 
the liying message of truth, fresh and 
vital from tho heart of the Heavenly 
Father Himself, it was such a sharp 
contrast with their own empty w^ords 
and traditions and ceremonies that it 
absolutely shocked their sense of pro- 
priety. 


Would not this same experience be 
repeated if the plain, unassuming Je- 
sus Qu-ist were to return to this Avorld 
today? 
All of this pomp and ceremony 
Was so foreign to His" nature, which 
was the superlative of simplicity, that 
these, who have regardied religion as a 
matter of ritual and form and observ- 
ance would be si^Mrely • shocked by His 
plainniess of speech and manner. They 
would regard Him just as the former 
Scribes and Pharisees did, as an inter- 
loper and disturber of peace, as si dis- 
organize of established methods 
and 
customs and observances. 


Moreover, 
the 
antagonism 
of 
the 
Scribes and Pharisees against JesusWas 
.largely due to jealousy. 
Religion had 
become unattractive to a great multi- 
tude of mankind. 
Their 
meaningless 
forms and phrases Avere of little inter- 
est to the average man. 
Religion had 
been put upon a plane that they could 
not understand. 
The people had been 
taught it was best for them to remain 
in ignorance and let their thinking be 
done for them by others. 
And when 
there came the loving, natural, gentle 
Jesus, with His sermons so simple that 
even a child could grasp their mean- 
ing tho common people were immediate- 
ly attracted. They followed Him eager- 
ly. 
They hung upon every word He 
uttered. 
They crowded every building 
where He spoke. 
The result was that 
these Scribes and Pharisees, who had 
claimed religious leadership for them- 
selves, but were -blind leaders of the 
blind, without any true spiritual mes- 
sage or life, became immediately and 
intensely angry. 
They said, "This will 
never do. AYe must put a stop to this 
Man's work, or He wiU draw all the 
people after Him, and we will-be left 
without patrons and supporters. 
Our 
positions and prestige will be endan- 
gered." 


There was still another reason for 
their bitter hatred and 
antagonism. 
These Pharisees had undoubtedly got- 
ten a commission from the sales of the 
articles that were used in tho temple 
worship. 
They Avere in league 
with 
the money changers, who had a jnonop- 
oly upon furnishing the kind of coins 
which were to be offered in the tem- 
ple worship. 
And when Jesus 
came, 
cleansing the temple, overturning the 
tables of the money changers, and driv- 
ing out the cattle from the outer coiuts 
with the whip of small cords, He struck 
a blow at this complicity and partner- 
ship, which they had formed with the 
dishonest schemes and praxitices 
for 
making money. It was this act which, 
perhaps more than any other, aroused 
thejr anger to the point where they 
vowed to put Him to death. 


I 
cannot 
iniderstand 
today 
how 
churches and ministers, professedly dis- 
ciples of Jesus Christ, can, in a simi- 
lar way, retain sympathy and fellow- 
ship Avith those who are engaged in the 
vicious business of making and selling 
liquor. 
"N^Tiy does not every preacher 
and local church come out positively 
and fearless and say to its membership, 
"Either you cut loose from .your lea^ie 
with that business, which is degrading 
and debauching the bodies and souls of 
your fello-wmcn, or else get out of mem- 
bership from this church until ^s"!}!» get 
right with God." 
H O A V can a minister 
of the gospel square himself with his 
own conscience and his obligations to 
Jesus Christ, without 
cleansing 
the 
temple? 


Shall we excuse the 
Scribes 
and 
Pharisees for this opposition to Jesus 
on account of ignorance, due to faults 
and mistakes in their training? 
Some 
would, perhaps, but their course was 
largely on account of their cowardice, 
their 'unwillingness to endanger their 
popularity, and source of revenue. How 
must a preacher or church todav feel 
that derives its support 
considerably 
from tho liquor makers 
and 
sellers, 
from men who are systematically bar- 
tering away the virtue, purity • and -so- 
ately attract the attention of a great 
„ 
_ 
_ 
. , 


throng of people. 
But when you come briety of their fellowmen for dirty dol- 
to them with the message that will en- lars. 
Because Jesus, with that divine; 


rich their spiritual lives, develop char- 
acter, and produce eternal 
salvation, 
it awakens no interest or response. Bru- 
tal, materialistic, 
like these soldiers, 
they are living' merely for the passing 
moment, with no thought for eternity. 


Still another class are represented by 
these Roman soldiers. 
I saw on a bul- 
letin of a so-called liberal religious so- 
ciety, "We believe the words of Jesiw." 
There are many who admire the teach- 
ings of Jesus,'His beautiful thoughts, 
ethical ideas and unselfish service, but 
they reject the Christ Himself. 
Like 
tliese Roman soldiers, who were desirous 
of securing the garment«-of Jesus, but 
had no love for the 
Savior 
Himself 
within the garments. 
There are many 
that are attracted by the externals of 
Christianity, 
They Avant to live in a 
Christian community. 
They want to 
enjoy tho fruits that grow upon -the 
fruit trees of the 
Christian 
religion. 
They Avish to share In the safety and. 
protection to life and property that the 
gospel of Clirist brings to a commu- 
nity. Yet they stolidly refuse to receive 
the source of these blessings, Jesus Him- 
self, as the Lord and leader of their 
lives. 


Let us now consider another class, 
the Scribes and Pharisees. No typo of 
people has been -more misunderstood 
than this. 
It Avas a^^ihst this class 
that Jesus hurled His most scathing in- 
dictments and maledictions 
so. that 
many havo inferred that they wero ig- 
norant, vicious criminals. 
The 
fat^ 
are absolutely tho reverse. 
Tho Scribes 
and Pharisees represented a large share 
of the wealth and the eultw«; the so* 
eial, the political influence and prestige 
of their times. 
Yet, strange to say,- 
they were the l^tt^eot antagonists ot 
Jesus. 
They represented very much of 
the oiganized religioa of the day. They 
were punctilious in their attendance at 
religious services. 
They wont ibro^gh 
their rites and ritttali,.thieir forms and 
ceremonies, and there -wac no question 
in their mind» but what they were, the 
true and onlr spiritual drgaaisation - in 
civilizaiion ^ t 
was wortftjr ojf 
the 
name.

^^^lat waa the cauM of thsir'Mttor 


conscience 
and 
courage, 
protested 
against this partnership Avith evil Avas 
the factor Avhich aroused their bitterest 
hostility. I>id you ever notice that our 
Lord had no words of unkindness to the 
poor victims of these evils? 
It 
was 
rather agaiiist the leaders and ' promot- 
ers of the evils. 
The human vocabu- 
lary seemed almost utterly ' powerless 
in -erideaybrin^ to convey the thoughts 
and : feelings • in the mind of Jesus, in 
His condemnation. of / this 
class. 
He 


called them "Avhited sepulchres, Avhich 
indéed • appeared beautiful orttward, but 
are Avithin full of dead men's'bones and 
of • all luicleanness." 
Çoùld anything be 
stronger" than the statements * of 
the 
' Evangelist, Jesus Christ Himsélf, aa ' re 
corded in the twenty-third chapter of 
Matthew. 
"Yé serpents, ye generation 
of vipers, how can ye escape the damna- 
tion, of hell?" 
Where are : the Scribes 
and Pharisees of our day, to Avhom these 
Avofds ' would apply ? 
Would they not 
include m.*ny of those in your oiwn city, 
who are bitterly opposing this luùon 
evangelistic .campaign that h u butéone 
object, the driving out of siti and the 
enthronement. of Qinst ? 


Then there was another clasi, the rab- 
'ble. the. thoiigiitless, 
fickle, 
unstable 
multitudes. With this class, not like all 
Gaul which Caesar divided into, three 
parts, but this class haa two natural 
division»—the -low-down rabble and the 
high-toned rabble. 
You ask me which 
class ' I prèfer, the ignorant, unthinking 
multitudes, who were mbrod merely by 
aniinal appetite, or tiie flippant, impii« 
dent, pleasure-loving, snobbish. society 
class. 
You might j w t as .well,ask me 
which Irwould .prefer to «ai» an e m 
that had been sat upon for one 
or an egg that had..been sât .iipon for 
two weeks? . I reply,;"! dont want 
either;" This :ignOraiit, unthinking «ob 
had h^rd aboiit t^e . great Nacarene, 
w)i6 bad'fed the people with loaves aiid 
fishes. Tbèy said, "WotUd not tbrtrbe 
great to ^ T e sudi-a'ttin in.om/ni^si» 
who cou)4 giVe iM free boai^?"- These 
people were the "J.. W. - V?V* tfce ^ T 
"Too^ Woilc" cUiê pi' tile piMeiii 


leader, who had fed the people was com- 
ing • to Jerusalem, they Avcnt out. 
to 
meet Him and streAvcd palm leaves and^ 
branches in the Avay and shouted in 
His praise. But when He began to talk 
to them about their duties to their fel- 
lowmen, about right living, about obedi- 
ence to God, about a life of .service and 
sacrifice for the Avelfare of others, they 
very speedily turned against Him. They 
said, "That is not the kind of preach- 
ing Ave Avant. "We want you to advocate 
some system of economics that Avill give 
U3 food a.nd comfort without Avorking 
for.them." 
They said, "Away to the 
cross Avith that fellow." My friends, if 
you are trxisting to the faAor of the 
multitudes for your happiness, you aro 
building your hopes on the sand. Those 
who applaud you one day may bo tho 
quickest to turn their backs on you the 
next. 


Then there was this second type of 
the rabble class; those society folks 
AA'ho came out from Herod's and Pi- 
late's court. 
They came to view this 
crucifixion scene as the Spaniards Avould 
a bull fight, or Anicricans the Madison 
Square horse shovy. 
It was an occa- 
sion to display their , fine clothes, the 
latest fashion.'» and ^ styles, to discuss 
social cA'cnts, to engage in the flippant, 
empty, small talk and gossip, Avhich is 
the bane and disease of modem socaety. 
Mcthinks I can-see a squad of. those 
young dudes and 
dudesses 
standing 
upon some faA'orable spot of obserAa- 
tion, Avhere they could obtain a vieAV 
of the little company as it goes from 
the judgment , hall to the placo of cruci- 
fixion. 
As 
Jesus, 
thorn 
croAvned, 
scourged and bearing the heavy cross, 
is being led doAvn the 
Via 
Dolorosa 
these -flippant, giggling girls, are t a k - 
ing .over the coming social events. One 
says to the other, "Jen. wha.t dress are 
you going to wear to the piirty Satur- 
day night?" 
"I have not decided yet, 
either my sky-blue 
or 
pale 
green 
"How many bids haA-e you got, Mert, to 
the dance next Aveek?" 
"Oh, I have 
three, biit I am Avaiting for another, 
Avhich I think AVHI be the best." 


Just then one notices this little ;pro- 
cession coming do.A\-n the 
road. 
She 
says, "Oh, look at that man. 
See his 
robe is stained Avith blood! 
I wish they 
Avould take him around another way, 1 
don't like those sights. 
It makes m.e 
shudder!" 
When Jesus staggers 
and 
sinks beneath the heavy load, I can 
hear one of those young sports chime 
into the conA'ereation, "See that felloAv 
fall. I don't belieA-e he is going to make 
it. 
See, they are" getting that ' 'rube' 
from the country to carry His cross for 
Him. 
I fear we are not going to get 
our money's Avorth today. 
I belieAe 
that felloAv M-ill. give out before they 
get Him to the hill." 
Thus the scofi's 
and jests and ridicule Avere maide as 
they beheld the greatest tragedy of the 
ages. It meant nothing to thein. 
You 
haA-e here in your 
OATU . city the same 
type of 
flippant, 
superficial, 
empty- 
headed people, Avho crowd the theaters, 
the wine rooms, the dance halls, mak- 
ing their jokes at the expense of these 
meetings, jeering and ridictiling. this 
great Avork of grace, while others are 
crucifying Christ afresh, and the trag- 
edy. of Cklva^ .is being repeated. 


Let us note now another class, the 
tAvo thieves Avho Avere crucified with 
Jesus, the one on the right hand and 
the other on the left. 
As far as we 
knoAv, tfiese tAvo men had never heard 
of Jesus before. 'At least they had 
equal opportimity, but, oh, hqw different 
their thoughts and actions and" fate I 
One turned aAvay from Jesus, 
bitter, 
blasphemous and rebellious. 
The other 
turned toward Jesus and said, "Lord, 
remember me Avhen thou comest into 
Thy kingdom," and to him Jesus gave 
tho Avord of life, "Today thou shalt be 
Avith INle in paradise." 
Did you CA'er 
think, my friend, that a meeting like 
this is almost a miniature judgment? 
The same sun that melts the snoAV also 
harde^is the clay. 
The gospel accepted 
brings sah'ation, but the gospel reject- 
ed brings damnation. 
When the inA-i- 
tation is given at the close of the ser- 
mon one class turns avA'ay hard, rebel- 
lious, rejecting; the other conies for- 
Avard penitent, obedient, accepting. So 
this choice goes on. 


In mj' early experience in evangelis- 
tic Avork, there came to the meeting one 
evening. tAvo young men, Avho sat side 
by side during the-service. 
A^Tien. the 
invitation Avas given one spoke to the 
other, but he shook his he^. Then, the 
first one stepped past the other one into 
the aisle,. Avalked down to thie front, 
gaA-e me his hand and took his stand 
for Christ. 
From that time on he en- 
gaged earnestly and activ-ely in. Chris- 
tian AA'ork,' helping in the 
mission in 
that city and. in the church. 
He gave 
up his Avork in the factory and. stuted 
to college, Avorking his Avay, and studied 
for the ministry. 
God has Avondrously 
used that yoimg man in .His .service, 
both in the pastorate and evangelical 
work. 
For four years he has been, my 
assistant. Rev. Harlan H. Pitzer. Tlie 
other.young man came to the meetings 
after' that occasionally, sitting farther 
and farther back in the 
building. • I 
Avent to that sanie city the second time 
for meetings. 
This yoimg man attend- 
ed only rarely. 
Likewise, when I re- 
turned the third time, he continued to 
reject Christ. 
He recently died, I am 
informed, from a disease brought on 
by a life of-vice and sin. 
Those tAvo 
young men' heard the same sermon.

era, tlio news came to the Pioman em- 
peror that aU of his gladiators, forty 
in number, had accepted Christ and made 
a profession of Him as their Savior. 
The emperor Avas enraged, and immedi- 
ately gave orders that these men be 
ordered to recant. If they refused, they 
Avere to be transported to the black- 
est and dreariest spot in all the bleak 
and dreary Alpine mountains of nortli- 
I crn Italy, and there, Avithout food or 
shelter, they Avere to be tunied out to 
die.

wrestling for Jesus, ask for Him the 
victory, and claim, for Him the croAvn." 
He began to tliink of the devotion of 
these men to their Leader. 
Ho knew 
something of the deA'otion of a Roman 
soldier to the empire, but he realized 
that the breast of a military soldier 
was stranger to a devotion like this. As 
he marveled at it. suddenly 
a poor 
wretch came 
stumbling through 
the 
flap of his tent, fell on his knees and 
begged permission to recant. 
The of- 
ficer looked doAvn on him and said, "Art 
thou the onlv one of thy number that 
asks this?" 'And he said 
"The 
only 
one." 


Tearing his cloak from him he threw 
it over the poor Avretch and said, "Then 
I will have thy placo." and out into 
the night he Avent and the chant un- 
broken again arose, "Forty Avrestlers, 
Avrestling for Jesus, ask for Him the 
victory and claim for Him the crown."
